Lack Distinctive Featare.
«Citles, like men, reach a stage in thelr
development when It Ia necessary to bulld
up their character as well as thelr commer-
cial instinets, Des Moines with its 50,000
points with pride to the fact that it has
tleven inpfitutions of higher learning. Lin-
coln, asids from the state gchool has pix.
Cimahn astde from it public and parochial
schools has Brownell Hall and Creighton,
and In cloge proximity Ballewue collrga.
All of these institutions have for & number
of vears past been doing & spleandid work
and all bid fair to continue to 4o so In the
futurs, but all lack the distinctive feature
of the so-called olty university, that is &
Christian university reaching out to the
city wauth, and yét without tha pale of
any church. The lack of any such institu.
tion and the fact that 80 per cent of all
students came from a radius of forty miles
caused the board of trustees to found such
a sohool in Omaha

The first thing necessary for tha school
Is to provide for the current ‘expensss
for thréee years. then during this pericd
to raise an' endowment fund of §1.000,000,
That seems like a lot of money to ralss
by popular subsoription, but hare the
trained mind shows [tself and makes this
amount seem close at hand. To provide
for the current expenses AMr. Aldem pro-
poses to get 10 men to pledgs §1 sach
for thresa years. This wilh the monay se-
cured from tultions cover all expanses
for that perlod and 2 peér cent of this
has already bheen raised This out of
ths way. the board will immediately start
to ralse the endowment fund, which if
investad at 5 pér cant intersst will cover
all axpenses for maintaining a school with
an enroliment of 1.000

To raisa thisn money twenty divisions or
blocks ars mads, each for a sum of
80000 Ap soon as all of the momey on
the first is subscribed work will ba started
on the sscond, and 8o on until the whols
amount has basnm pledged. Notes will be
drawn up which will not be binding until

dthe tntal 0000 of that issus has beasn

promised. The notes will ha for twenty
years and will bear interest at 5 per cent
on deferred payments In thia way, al-
though the money s mnot paid in. the
school w11l have an annual income aquive
alent to that which will bs derived from
the endowment fund
Among Wage Earners.

It 1a planned to work mostly among
the wage earners of Omaha, although the
wealthy will alse be sollcited, and If
any multi-millionsire wishes to contribute
the “'‘welcome sign” will bs hung out,
At first this appears to bs an enormous
amount to expect from the middle classes,
but an inspection of tha bank depowita of
Omaha reveals that in local banks thare
are 5,000,000, This mean that If each
person would give one-fifth of ana per
cant of his deaposits for ten years, the
endowment fund would be pscursd, but
Mr. Alden Is seaking pledges which give
a Ume limit of twenty years, which would
cut the subscription to one-tanth of one
per cant, which aftsr all does not ssam
to bs such a burden In speaking of it
from a philanthropic view Mr. Aldan savse
thot there are two kinda of philanthropy;
constructive and repalr. This comes under
thka catergory of the former along with
churches and Young Mea's Christian
asrocintion and Young Woman's Christian
